G.S.R, i72l, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Public Relations Officer in the Department of Personnel and Adminis- 
trative Reforms, Cabinet Secretariat, namely 

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may be called the Public Relations Officer (Department of Personnel and Admini- 
strative Reforms) Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, Classification and scale of pay ; — The number of the post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in colunms 2 to 4 of the Schedule here to annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification etc: — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the siad Schedule : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued from time to time 
by the Central Government. 

4. Disqualification : — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : — 'Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard,

G.S.R. 1734. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 21 of the Indian lighthouse Act, 1927 (17 of 1927), 
(he Central Government heieby makes the followin’’ mlcs, 
namely ; — 

1. Shoit tide and commencement.— ( I ) ‘I hese rules may 
be called the Centi.il Advisory Committee for Lighthouses 
( Proccdui al ) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into foice on the dale of then 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions— In these rules, unless the contexl other- 
wise requires, 

(a) “Act" means the Indian Lighthouse Ac 1 , 1927 
(17 of 1927) ; 

(b) "Chairman" means the Chairman of ibe Com- 
mittee; 

(c) “Committee" means the Central Adusoiy Committee 
for lighthouses constituted under sub-section (1) 
of section 4 of the Act; 

(d) “member" means a member of the ( ommiltee; 

(e) “Mcmber-Secictai y" means the Memlvr-Srerctaiy 
of the Committee 

3. Tenuic of committee. — The Committee shall be consti- 
tuted for u period of two yeais at a time. 

4. Constitution of the committee. — The Committee shall 
consist of the following members, namely : — 

(a) the Secretary to the Government of India in 'he 
Ministry of Shipping and Tiansport, who shall be 
the Chairman, ex-oflicio; 

(b) the Nautical Adviser to the Government of India, 
cx-officio; 

(c) the Financial Adviser, Mimstiy of Shipping and 
Transpoil, ex-oflicio; 

(d) the Chief Hydrogiapher to the Govenimcu; of India, 
cx-ofllcio; 

(e) one repiesenlulive of the Federation ol Indian 
Chambers of Comma cc and Industries; 

(f) one representative of the Associated Chambers ol 
Commerce of India; 

(g) two representatives of the Indian National Ship- 
owners’ Association; 

Ih) two nominees ot the Central Government rcprescBl- 
ing sailing vessels interests, one each liom the 
West and East Coasts of India; 

(i) one nominee of the Central Government leprcsent- 
ing Inter -Ports Consultative Organisation; 

(j) two Members of Parliament, one each from the 
T ok Sabhn and the Rajya Sabiiu; 

(k) the Director General of lighthouse-, and I igblships, 
who shall be the Membcr-Sccietmy, ex-oflicio. 

5. Vacancies, etc., not to invalidate acts and proceedings — 
No act oi proceedings of the Committee shall he deemed 
to be invalid on the ground merely of : — 

(a) the existence of any vacancy in or detect in the 
constitution of the Committee, ot 

(b) any omission, defect oi illegal liilv not affecting 
the merits of the case. 

6. Terms of office. — Subject to the other provisions o* these 
rules, every member other than an ex-officio member shall 
bold oilier lor a pel toil of two years : 

Provided dial a Member ol I'm liainenl shall hold ollioe 
lor a period of two years or for so long as he coniuuies to 
be a member of the House which he represents, whichever 
is less. 
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7. Casual vacancies.— A casual vacancy in the office of 
member shall be filled by nomination or appointment, as 
the case may be and a member so nominated or appointed 
to fill the vacancy shall hold office foi so long only as the 
member whose place he fills would have continued lo hold 
office, if vacancy had not occurcd. 

8. Resignation by members. — A member, othei than the 
Chairman, may resign his membership by letter under his 
hand addressed to the Chairman, but he shall continue in 
office until his resignation is accepted by the Chairman, or 
expiry of thirty days from the date of resignation, which- 
ever is earlier. 

9. Removal of membcis from office.— The Centinl Gov : 
ernment may at any time remove from office any member. — - 

(a) if he is continuously absent from Lidia for a period 

of more than 12 months and has not obtained the 
permission of the Chairman for surh absence; 

(b) if he absents himself fiom two consequitive meetings 

of Ihc Committee without the permission of the 
Chairman; 

(c) if he is an undischarged insolvent; 

(d) if he is convicted of any offence which in the opi- 
nion of ihc Central Government involves moral 
turpitude; 

(e) if, in (he opinion of the Central Government, he 
has ceased to represent the interests on whose be- 
half he was appointed; 

(f ) if, in the opinion of the Central Government, it 
is for any other reason, to he recotded in writing, 
not desirable that he should continue lo he a 
member. 

10. Suspension of teimination of representation on the 
committee. — Tf, after such enquiry as it may deem necessary, 
the Central Government is of the opinion that any body or 
association which is represented on the Committee has 
acted or is acting in a manner prejudicial to the interests of 
Shipping generally, it may, by order, suspend the representa- 
tion of that body or association for such period as may be 
specified in that order or may terminate the same altogether. 

11. Fxpansion of the committee — If the Cential Govern 
ment is of the opinion that any body or association which 
is not represented on the Committee or is inadequately re- 
presented on the Committee, it may give lepiescnlation to 
such body or association or ask for nomination of additional 
member on the Committee, as the case may be. 

12. Register of mcmbcis. — Thcic shall be maintained a 
Register in which the names and addresses of all members 
shall be entered, and change of address of a member shall 
also be entered in that Register. 

13. Member-Secretary of the committee.— The Director 
General of Lighthouses and Lightships, who is an ex-offi.'io 
membei under rule 4, shall also function as Member-Secretary 
to the Committee. 

(2) The duties of the Member-Secretary shall be : — 

(al to convene, tinder the directions of the Chairman, 
meetings of the Committee or of a Sub-Committee 
of the Committee icfcrrcd to in rule 21; 

(b) to maintain the Minutes Book and the Register of 
the members ; 

(c) to assist the Chairman in the dischaigc of h’s func- 
tions; 

(d) to undcilake such other duties us may from time 
to time be enti listed to him by the Commit! -e. 

14. Meetings. — (1) The Committee shall meet ordinarly 
once in 12 months and may, if necessary, meet at shorter 

intervals. 

(2) An extraordinary meeting of the Committee shall be 
convened if not less than five members send a wiiftcn ic- 
quisition to the Chairman stating the object tor which the 
meeting is proposed. 

(3) Every meeting of the Committee shall be held on 
such date and at such time and place as the Chairman may 
fix. 


(4) Every meeting of the. Committee shall be presided over 
by the Chairman and in his absence, the members present 
shall elect one lrom amongst themselves to picside over 
the meeting. 

15. Notice ot meetings.— ( 1 ) Notice of the place and the 
date and time of each meeting of the Committee shall be 
sent lo the members at least 30 days befoie the date of the 

meeting ; 

Provided that a shorter notice may he given in cases where, 
in the opinion of the Chairman, the meeting has to take 
place urgently. 

(2) A notice under sub-rule (1) may be delivered either 
by hand or sent by registered post to the last known addtess 
of Ihc member, 

16. Agenda.— Along with the notice oL the meeting of 
the Committee referred to m rule 14, a list of the business 
ptoposed to be transacted at the meeting shall be sent to 
cvciy member, and no business which is not on the list, 
shall be transacted at the meeting except with the permis- 
sion of the Chairman. 

17. Quorum. — (1) The quorum for a meeting shall be 
five. 

(2) Tf at any time there is no quorum, the meeting of 
the Committee shall be adjourned to a later date, such 
date being not earlier than fourteen days from the dale of the 
original meeting and business may be transacted at the 
adjourned meeting whether or not there is quotum. 

18. Procedtuc at meeting.-— (1 ) A member desiring dis- 
cussion on any proposal shall give written notice thereof 
to the Member-Secretary at least fifteen days before the date 
fixed for the meeting of the Committee. 

(2) The member presiding at a meeting of the Committee 
shall regulate the conduct of the meeting. 

(3) In the case of difference of opinion amongst the 
members present at a meeting of the Committee the opinion 
of the majority shall prevail. 

(4) Each member shall have one vote, and if (here shall 
be an equality of votes on any question to be decided by 
the Committee, the Chairman or trie member presiding shall 
have a casting vote.

fa) Travel ling allowance — (1) Journey by Rail,— A Mon- 
official member other than the Member of Parliament per- 
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forming journeys to attend the meeting of the Committee or 
Slib-committec or in connection with any work relating to 
the Committee shall be treated at par with Government 
Servants of the first guide and will be entitled to first class 
rail-fare : 

Provided that the Government may sanction linvcl by 
air-conditioned class accommodation for any member, where 
the concession in their opinion, justifies on fulfilment of one 
or more of the following conditions, namely — 

(1) When a person is required to travel in air-condi- 
tioned accommodation on grounds of health or 
because of very advanced age or infirmity ; 

(ii) When a person is or was entitled to travel in air 
conditioned coach under the rtilcs ol the Organt 
Nation to which he belongs or might have belonged 
before refit ement; and 

(iii) Where the Government is satisfied that A ( C. travel 
t>y rail is the cusiomnty mode of travel by the 
non-ofiicial concerned in lespect of join lie's un- 
connected with the performance of Government 
duty. 

(2) Journey by road, — (i) In respect of journeys by road 
between places not connected by rail, any member will be 
entitled to road mileage admissible to an officer of the 
First Grade viz., 60 Paise per K. M. foi tiavel in his own 
car or full laxi or 20 Paise per K. M. for tiavel on motor- 
cycle or scooter. 

(ii) In cases where journeys between two places connected 
by rail is performed by road, the member will be entitled 
to the preset ibed road mileage limited to First Class fare by 
i ail. However, if in any individual case, the Central Gov- 
ernment is satisfied that the journey by road was performed 
in public interest, full road mileage allowance may be ‘Plowed 
without restricting it to rail fare. 

03) Journey by sea or river steamer. — Tn respect of 
journeys by sea or by river steamer, a non-official mem- 
ber shall be entitled to one fare at the lowest rate (exclu- 
sive of diet) of the highest class of accommodation. 

(4) Journey by air. — (i) Air travel shall not be per- 
mitted as a matter of course. The Central Government 
may, however, subject to any general instruction in this 
behalf sanction travel by air of any member of the Com 
mitee where it is satisfied that the air travel is urgent and 
necessary in the public interest. 

(ii) A non-official member when authorised to travel by 
air shall be entitled to economy (Tourist) Class where two 
classes of accommodation, that is, First and Economy 
(Tourist) Class accommodation, are available on the air 
fines. 

(iii) In cases where air-t avel is authorised, a non- 
official member shall be entitled to one standard air fare. 

(iv) Every member shall be requited to purchase return 
ticket, wherever it is available, when it is expected (hat the 
return journey can he performed before the expiry of the 
ticket. The mileage allowance for the forward and return 
journeys when such return ticket is available, shall, how- 
ever, be the actual cost of the return ticket. 

(v) Tf, in any individual case, a non-official member 
a ks for general permission to travel bv air in connection 
with his duties as a member of the Committee, the Gov- 
ernment may examine the case on merits and giant general 
pci mission to the individual concerned to travel by air at 
his discretion, if they are satisfied that the non-official con- 
cerned habitually travels bv air on journeys not connected 
with the performance of official duty. 

(b) Daily Allowance.— ( 1 ) A non-official member shall 
be entitled to daily allowance at the highest rate applicable 
to Central Government employees of the First Grade, The 
daily allowance shall be calculated in the same manner 
as applicable (o Cential Government employees, the cntiic 
absence in their cases being reckoned from and to their 
ordinary place of residence 

(2) In exceptional cases, where the Central Govern 
rueni is satisfied that the work on (he Committee is of such 
continuous or responsible nature as to necessitate the non- 
official member devoting far greater time and energy to it

than he can be ordinarily expected to spare, the rate of 
daily allowance for slay at the place of meeting may be in- 
creased upto a maximum of Rs. 30 per dav. The enhanced 
rate of daily allowance shall be admissible for the day 
preceding or the day following the meeting or both, if the 
non-official member actually slays at the place on these days. 

(3) Daily allowance shall be subject to the usual con- 
dilions laid down in S.R. 73, as amended from time to 
time. The Government shall, however, be competent to 
relax the rule in cases where the conditions prescribed in 
clauses (a) and (b) thereof are satisfied. 

i(4) When a non-official member is allowed free board 
and lodging at the expense of the Central Government he 
shall be entitled to only one-foui th of the daily allowance 
admissible to him under these rules. If only boaid is al- 
lowed free, daily allowance shall be admissible at one-half 
of the admissible rate. If only lodging is allowed free, daily 
allowance shall be admissible at three-fourth of the admis- 
sible rates. 

(c) Conveyance Allowance. — (i) A non-official mcm- 
het, resident at u place where the meeting of the Com- 
mittee is held, shall not be entitled to travelling and daily 
allowance on the scales indicated in sub-paras (a) and (b) 
above, but shall be allowed only the actual cost of conve- 
yance hire, subject to a maximum of Rs. 20 pci day. Be- 
fore the claim is actually paid, the controlling officer con- 
cerned shall verify the claims and satisfy himself, after ob- 
taining such details as may be considered necessary, that 
the actual expenditure was not less than the amount claim- 
ed. Tn cases, he is not satisfied with the details, he may, at 
h;s discretion limit the conveyance allowance to road mile- 
age. 

(ii) If such a member uses his own car, he shall be 
granted mileage allowance at th* rates admissible to offi- 
cials of the First Grade subject to a maximum of Rs. 20 
per day. 

j(B) Allowances to be paid to Member of Parliament, — 

(a) Travelling allowance, — (i) In iespect of journeys 
performed by rati, road, air or steamer in connection with 
the work of the Committee, Member of Parliament shall 
be entitled to travelling allowances on the same scale as is 
admissible to him under section 4 of the Salaries and Al- 
lowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954). 

(ii) A Member of Parliament shall ordinal ily travel 
by rail utilising the free first class rail pass issued to him. 
lie may also travel by air at his discretion. Air travel shall 
not, however, be resorted to as a matter of course and in 
exercising his discretion, the Member shall take into account 
factors like urgency of work, distance to be travelled, time 
at his disposal, etc. 

(b) Daily Allowance. — (i) A Member of Parliament 
shall be entitled for each day of the meeting, daily allow- 
ance at the rate admissible to Members of Parliament from 
time to lime. 

(ii) When the Parliament or a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee on which the Member is serving is in session, the 
Member shall not be entitled to draw any daily allowance 
in connection with his assignment with the Committee, as 
he may be drawing his daily allowance under section 3 of 
the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 
1954 f 30 of 1954) from the Parliament Secretariat con- 
cerned. However, if he certifies that he prevented from 

attending the Session of the House or the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, because of his work connected with the Committee 
and did not draw any daily allowance from the Parlia- 
ment, he shall be entitled to draw daily allowance as indi- 
cated above, When a Member of Parliament is allowed 
free board and lodging at the expense of the Central Gov- 
cirmenl oi State Cjovei ninent oi an autonomous industrial 
or lOmmc icial undertaking or corporation, or statutory body 
or a local authoiitv, in which Government funds have been 
invested or in which Government have any other interest, 
the payment of daily allowance will be regulated under

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Powerto Relax.— Where the Central Government is of opinion that is is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving; — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
